Welcome to our second ancient art, antiquities and coin catalogue auction of 2021. 


Following the initial selection process and thorough analysis undertaken by our in-house cataloguing team, 
the objects within this sale were vetted by our committee of external experts at the beginning of April. 


We would like to take this opportunity to welcome two more archaeologists to our consultancy and vetting 
team, Dr Alberto Pollastrini and Dr Laura Vigna. Dr Pollastrini completed his PhD in Egyptology at EPHE Paris 
and has published research on military history and pharaonic ideology. Dr Vigna specialises in jewellery, 
ceramic and marble; bringing with her a wealth of experience including working for many notable institutions 
such as the Capitoline Museum in Rome, the Archaeological Superintendence of Rome, and the Italian Central 
Institute for Cataloguing and Documentation. 


Highlights of this sale include: lot 8, the Egyptian Human-Headed Canopic Jars, guided at £60,000-£80,000; 
lot 30, a Greek Marble Gorgon, guided at £15,000-£20,000; lot 37, an Elymaean Hellenistic Silver Bowl with 
Animals, guided at £80,000-£100,000; lot 38, a Graeco-Roman Gold and Emerald Necklace Element Set, 
guided at £10,000-£14,000; lot 98, a Fresco of a Roman Military Commander, guided at £25,000-£35,000; lot 
114, a Byzantine Gold Ring with Jesus and Archangels, guided at £15,000-£20,000; lot 389, a Renaissance 
Bust of Marcus Aurelius, guided at £40,000-£60,000; and lot 427, the Medieval Gold ‘The Gift of Loyal Love’ 
Posy Ring, guided conservatively at £4,000-£6,000. 


Our May catalogue is dedicated to a prominent archaeologist, the late Basil Brown; the dedication written by 
independent Anglo-Saxon scholar, Stephen Pollington, who has worked extensively on Sutton Hoo. Stephen 
has kindly agreed to give a presentation on the excavations at Sutton Hoo and the magnificent artefacts that 
were found there. This lecture will form part of our customary viewing and champagne reception at the May 
Fair Hotel, as soon as UK isolation rules permit.

This catalogue is dedicated to the team who laboured to bring the treasures of Sutton Hoo to light. 


The story of the discovery is well known and has been recently dramatized in the film The Dig starring Ralph Fiennes, 
Carey Mulligan and Lily James. 


The land at Sutton Hoo, overlooking the River Deben in Suffolk, was owned by Edith and Frank Pretty. Edith was from a wealthy background 
in Yorkshire while Frank was heir to an important Suffolk drapery business and had served with distinction in the First World War. The couple 
had one son, Robert, born in 1937 when Edith was 47 years old. Frank died four years later; Edith found it hard to accept her loss and 
promoted the then-popular spiritualist cause locally in an attempt to make contact with her departed husband. She came to believe that 
some humps and hillocks on her estate were haunted and decided to investigate. 


On the advice of the Suffolk Institute of Archaeology, Mrs Pretty employed local freelance archaeological excavator Basil Brown to undertake 
the project. Brown was very familiar with the soils of Suffolk and had been a contracting excavator for local museums for several decades. 
He was a remarkable autodidact and published author on astronomical subjects, who read Latin, French, Spanish and German. He 
volunteered for the Suffolk Royal Army Medical Corps in 1916, having been declared medically unfit for active service. 


Brown surveyed the site and advised against digging the most prominent mound: he saw that a similar mound (now called Mound 2) showed 
signs of having been disturbed and wished to understand the best method of excavation without damaging undisturbed archaeology. His 
results in the summer of 1938 were encouraging — Brown realised that a quantity of iron rivets must be from a wooden ship, but they were 
deposited randomly indicating that the earth had been moved and the mound despoiled. The lessons Brown learnt in this preliminary work 
enabled him to tackle the larger project (Mound 1) the next summer with the supervised help of Mrs Pretty’s gardener John Jacobs and 
William Spooner, her gamekeeper. 


Brown soon began to detect ferrous stains in the sandy soil, arranged regularly in rows, from which he deduced that another ship had been 
buried here and that it had not been disturbed. Subsequent work revealed the presence of a quantity of gold ornaments, at which point it 
was considered necessary to bring in a team of experts from the British Museum under Charles Phillips. Brown was allowed to continue 
working on the site, but the excavation of the great wealth of treasures was undertaken by Phillips' group. The valuable material was removed 
from the site in moss-filled wooden trays and taken to London where it rested in an Underground tunnel for the next six years during the 
Second World War. 


Edith Pretty’s legal ownership of the finds recovered from her land was established by a treasure trove inquest in September 1939. She 
decided that their importance was such that they should be available to the public generally and she therefore donated them to the nation. 
They are presently displayed in the British Museum, and the Sutton Hoo site is now furnished with an award-winning visitor centre managed 
by the National Trust which retells the story of the treasures and their discovery. 


Basil Brown went on to excavate several more important sites in the county, including the West Stow settlement which he identified as an 
Anglo-Saxon village based on the pottery kilns. He later retired from paid archaeological work but continued his private investigations around 
his home in Rickingall, Suffolk. He died in 1977 having suffered a heart attack some years before. 


Edith Pretty died from a stroke in 1942 aged 59. Her bequest to the nation — even then valued at over a million pounds - is still the single most 
valuable such gift ever made.

Mould-blown glass, which appeared in the early 1st century AD, was 
essentially the product of blowing and casting techniques. The pyxis is related 
to a series of cosmetic vessels, usually decorated with plant and geometric 
motifs, which in our specimen is enriched by the presence of animals taken 
from the Nilotic Fauna.

Footnotes 

Nehemet-aui was a minor Egyptian goddess, representations of whom, be it 
in relief or in statuary, are very rare. She is believed to have been the wife of 
the snake god Nehebu-Kau, or of Thoth, the god of learning. On the occasion 
her representation has been discovered, she has, like Isis, been depicted 
nursing a child on her lap, and has also been represented with a sistrum on 
her head.

Footnotes 

Egyptian soldiers (ahauty) of Middle Kingdom represented in the tomb 
painting from the grave of Djehutyhotep at Deir el-Bersha are wielding this 
type of eye-axeheads. The shaft to which the axeheads are attached is 
furnished with a hand-guard. This traditional Egyptian axe (metnit) had a round 
or semi-circular blade of copper lashed to a wood staff. By the First 
Intermediate Period, when territorial conflicts and civil wars arose within Egypt, 
a new crescent-shaped axe blade made of bronze was devoted specifically 
to the fight. The design increased the length of the cutting edge, making the 
weapon more lethal.

Footnotes 

Round and rectangular stone tables became widespread in the Homan Empire 
from the 1st century BC. The upper part of their supports were often formed 
as human or animal heads and torsos, with an animal's foot below. Sphinxes 
and other winged female creatures were very often used in the sculptures of 
the Graeco-Homan world as trapezophoroi (i.e support (phoros) of the table 
(trapeza)). Sphinx-shaped supports were very common in early Imperial times, 
decorating the tables of estates of rich landlords, as revealed by excavations 
at Pompeii and Herculaneum. They derived from a type of support dating from 
the 5th century BCE, which may have been used for cult statues or thrones. 
Other marble trapezophoroi were realised with images of griffins or wild 
animals, although the griffin was a rarer trapezophoros, panthers, lions and 
winged creatures being more common. Busts of young men were sometimes 
used for this purpose, like the Dionysus Trapezophoros found in Corinth 
(Robertson Brown, 2008, p.120). The term trapezophoros probably derives 
from the function of the priestess of Athena, who was carrying a table for holy 
services in front of the statue of the goddess in Athens.

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Footnotes 

The term ‘Megarian’ bowls for this type of pottery is a modern convention for 
academic purposes. The name ‘Megarian’ was first given to this type of mould- 
made relief bowls in the late 19th century, because some of the first known 
examples were said to have come from the city of Megara. In reality such kind 
of terracotta originated in Athens in the 3rd quarter of the 3rd century BC, and 
since then have been manufactured in the course of time in almost every 
Hellenistic centres, especially in Alexandria. This relief-decorated pottery 
became more popular than painted pottery during the Hellenistic period. This 
class of hemispherical bowls was made in moulds and was characterised by 
decoration imitating metallic beakers. When the finished bowl was taken from 
the mould, it was probably dipped into varnish or dull paint and fired. 
According to Prof. P V.C. Baur, the stamps used for making moulds were not 
produced in every manufacturing centre of 'Megarian' bowls, but they were 
made only in important centres such as Athens, Pergamon, Antioch and 
Alexandria, and that they were sold to potters throughout the Hellenistic world. 
The fact that the edge of the bowl is turned out suggests Athenian production, 
but a comparison with the decorative ovules and the erotes of the Delian Cup 
no.1913.203 of the Rebecca Darlington collection is also plausible. However, 
the foliage pattern is very similar to the specimen 2012.477.1 preserved in the 
MET, originating in Asia Minor which, especially in the Pergamon Kingdom, 
was thriving in the production of this type of pottery.

Elymais was a local, so-called Hellenistic dynasty in south-western lran that 
flourished during the Seleucid and Arsakid periods, circa 188 BC to 222 AD. 
Elymais minted its own money, conducted its own public works programmes, 
and was in other ways apparently independent until circa 215 AD, when 
documentary evidence suggests that the Parthian imperial government was 
once again in control at Susa, the capital of the kingdom. The art produced in 
this period was a magnificent symbiosis of Iranian and Graeco-Roman art. 
Here we can see how the naturalistic style used to depict the ferocious 
predators and the other animals, (especially the collars around the dog's 
neck), is a continuation of Hellenistic arts. In this cup, of Parthian style, trained 
western artisans must have been employed by their philhellenic rulers and by 
the aristocracy to produce articles of luxury. The inscription on this cup likely 
records the presentation of the bowl by a donor of royal lineage, such as a 
princess of the local ruling dynasty.

Amber jewellery was often an alternative to gold for Etruscan women. For 
example, the women of Spina, near Ferrara, wore gold earrings but did not 
like to flaunt other gold jewellery, preferring to wear necklaces with amber and 
glass paste inspired by Greek models instead. The Etruscans mainly 
controlled the trade of amber from the Baltic regions, through the Celts. A high- 
ranking woman buried in one of the tombs of the necropolis from the 
Golasecca area (near Genova), was found with a rich array of jewellery, 
including an elaborate amber necklace with carved pendants in the shape of 
a boot or vase. The presence of a rich and probably foreign woman buried in 
this area represents a further confirmation of the commercial alliances 
established through marriages. The jewellery found in the tomb also indicates 
close connections with the Etruscan centres in the Po Valley, where goldsmith 
workshops were operating, producing fibulae in precious metals, and refined 
necklaces and pendants carved in amber imported from the Baltic Sea 
through the Celts. Many other elements of amber necklaces have been found 
in various necropoleis and in the inhabited areas, together with other imported 
objects such as some refined glass paste spindle whorls produced mainly 
between Veneto and Slovenia and especially widespread in the Veneto, Etruria 
Padana and Picenian burials (Torelli, 2000, p.135). The territory of Adria, one 
of the most important centres of amber production for the Greeks, was active 
in the second quarter of the 6th century BC, then substituted by Spina, during 
the 5th-4th century BC.

This ancient pin was probably used as a hairpin. Beautifully decorated pins, 
with elaborate ornamentation, were in use in the Hellenistic world since the 
4th century BC, often produced by South Italic workshops (Yavtushenko, 2004, 
pp.62-63). Since Greek clothing was not sewn, straight pins and fibulae (safety 
pins) served to fasten a garment at the shoulders, the sleeves, over the chest, 
and at other critical points. Interestingly, the pointed pins were not only used 
as dress or hair accessories. Herodotos (V.87ff.) tells us the story of the defeat 
and destruction of the Athenians — all save one man - at Aegina. The poor 
soldier, upon his return to Athens, was set upon and slain by the indignant 
wives of his unfortunate companions, who stabbed him to death with the pins 
of their garments. Certainly this history is plausible, for the stick-pin could have 
been a most deadly weapon when used as a dagger.

Discoid military decorations usually depicted the heads of the gods, spirits of 
the underworld, birds and lions, Medusa being the most popular subject. Sets 
of phalerae, similar to those shown on the monuments to Marcus Caelius, 
Quintus Sertorius Festus and Celer Allius, were found in Neuss, Lauersfort and 
Newstead. Our phalera can be paralleled with the very similar ones from the 
magnificent Lauersfort set, echoing the decoration visible on the gravestone 
of centurion Caelius from Bonn, depicted with a corona civica on his head, 
and which are the best-known silver military decorations of the early Imperial 
Age. The higher officers in the Roman army had the custom of wearing such 
rich suits of phalerae with the straps attached directly to leather garments or 
doublets, worn over their armour. The most evident example can be seen on 
the gravestone of the Aquilifer G. Musius (Jahn, 1860, taf.ll; D'Amato, 2018, 
p.54), where the phalerae are worn over a leather structure like a doublet over 
the subarmalis. Wearing a double-padded armour under the doublet provided 
twice as much protection to the warrior and enhanced the phalerae worn over 
the doublet. These decorations were awarded in sets, commonly of nine, 
although the sources confirm that this was not an absolute rule.

This interesting piece was made by means of embossing over a hard matrix 
with numerous folds and creases on the backside. However, besides the angry 
expression, the real attribution of the identity of our face is not straightforward, 
as it is missing the other elements linked with a particular bearded divinity, like 
Zeus, Poseidon or Hades. The facial traits recall those of a mythical satyr, of 
which we have various examples from the classical world. One is the majestic 
bronze head of a satyr from Olympia, today in the National Museum of Athens, 
variously interpreted as the head of a boxer, and dated to the Hellenistic period 
(3rd century BC, see Woodburn Hyde, 1921, fig.61). The traits of our figure - 
especially the treatment of the eyes - give to our face the sullen gloomy look 
so characteristic of boxers and pancratiasts, but also strong facial aspects of 
an angry satyr. Some other parallels point towards the head of a satyr as the 
best interpretation possible: the heads of satyrs in Metropolitan Museum (3rd- 
1st century BC, accession nos. 74.51.1497 and 14.130.10) and especially the 
marble satyr mask in the Capitoline Museum, Rome, dated to the 2nd century 
AD (accession number MC716). A similar expression can also be found on 
the marble portrait with the torso of a satyr or centaur in Palazzo Altemps, 
Rome.

The fresco has been previously interpreted as a representation of Alexander 
the Great, but a more careful analysis of the military equipment worn by the 
warrior allows us to consider it as a character from the Roman history or 
mythology, like the god Mars or the hero Marcus lunius Brutus, Magister 
Equitum of the first Homan Res Publica, who freed the city from Etruscan 
tyranny. The bronze greaves and muscled armour — from the 1st century BC 
usually reserved for the military commanders — associated with the 
paludamentum suggests a high rank graduate of the Augustean or even of 
Caesar's army, maybe a military tribune, as the model for the figure. However, 
his cerulean cloak could allow the identification with a Magister Equitum 
(cavalry commander) being the cerulean and blue associated with Neptune 
or Poseidon, protector of the horses. Also the combination of a cavalry shield, 
the parma, with the long cavalry spear and the Buggenum helmet (or the 
Boetian helmet restored as such) are visible on Volterra's urns as fittings of 1st 
century BC Roman cavalrymen. If the man represented is a Magister Militum, 
and the original fresco referred to episodes of Homan history, the identification 
with Brutus can be plausible, although the fresco, before restoration, missed 
the upper part of the helmet. If the Geminae Pinnae (twin plumes) were 
originally visible on it, we cannot exclude the interpretation of the figure as the 
god Mars, a more consonant image with the celebration of the Julio-Claudian 
family and its divine origins. The type of represented uniform could suggest a 
dating to the late Consular period.

Usually these Germanic crosses are characterised by 
holes on the arms for attachment to clothing, especially on funerary shrouds 
or headgears worn during the Holy Liturgy. In Byzantium these kind of 
ornaments were usually worn by aristocratic women on the wide collar worn 
around the neck of the tunic, the maniakion, and were part of the decoration 
of rich garments like the tunica talaris.

A large number of Christian Roman rings were not set with gems, but instead 
had bezels engraved with figural images or inscriptions. The overwhelming 
preference of the Eastern Romans for religious iconography created 
conspicuous examples of wonderful rings. Rings with angels holding a shafted 
cross are widely spread, especially in the 6th-7th centuries when the new 
Christian iconography reached its apex in replacing the old pagan one. The 
angel substituted the winged Victory on the Roman iconography and the 
commanders of the angels, the archangels, were depicted as the guardians 
of the holy sides of God, similar to the Imperial bodyguards who were the 
guardians of the holy sides (custodes Sacri Lateris) of the Roman Emperor 
(Vasilefs) in Constantinople. Rings were often inscribed with invocations to 
Christ or to the Mother of God, to divine protectors, for aid in peace and war, 
and against diseases. The inscription is unusual and it seems a later addiction 
on the lappets, considering the double use of Latin and Greek letters. The 
style of the incision is however undoubtedly 6th-7th century, as well as the 
cross engraved on the body of the ring, which recalls the cross of the Barberini 
Diptych carried by the angel over the figures of the triumphant Justinian on 
horseback and Belisarius.

Footnotes 

Cylinder seals of this type and period are generally rare, but what is really 
intriguing is the representation of the battle scene and the successive 
procession. The seal possibly depicts the decisive victory of Cyrus over the 
Medians, or the suppression of a Median revolt, or the conquest of Babylonia 
and the triumph of the Achaemenian Persians over the Neo-Babylonians. The 
warriors represented are dressed in the so-called Median dress (Head, 1992, 
fig.6.e, pl. A3), but, as stated by Herodotus, the Median dress was worn in war 
both by Persians and Medes, as confirmed by the artistic sources of 
Persepolis and other seals. At Persepolis, the costume visible on our seal is 
worn by Median and other tributaries, but also by guardsmen, officers and 
servants more or less dressed alternately with the ‘Persian’ robes (Schmidt, 
1957, pls.22,52). The high domed cap is characteristic for this dress and it is 
sometimes represented having a single ribbon or lappet hanging down at the 
rear. Also the king's bow bearer from an audience relief at Persepolis, carrying 
a Median bow-case over his shoulder, is represented in Median dress (Head, 
1992, p.26.fig. 13b). An interesting aspect of the seal is the representation of 
war chariots, similar to the royal chariot of Darius | hunting from his chariot 
represented in the kings cylinder seal (Head, 1992, fig.31.a). Persian chariots 
are frequently shown in the sculptures of Persepolis and on seals, but they are 
mainly depicted in hunting scenes (Schmidt, 1957, pls. 12,38). It seems that 
their only military function was being the commanding vehicle. The seal 
instead, represents actual war chariots in action, whose introduction, 
according to Xenophon, was attributed to Cyrus the Great in the form of 
scythed chariots. This is consistent with the circumstance that the seal could 
be of Cyrus's age, and the scene representing one of his military victories.

This splendid votive and unusually large statuette depicts a zebu, the hump- 
backed bull common to Asian regions (bos indicus). The tradition of casting 
single bronze figurines of zebu, marked the culture of Marlik similar to the 
civilization of Mature Harappa, where a similar statuette was found in 
Mohenjodaro. The custom of the creators of Marlik Tepe to put images of 
humpback bulls and especially ritual vessels for libation in the form of a zebu 
into the graves directly connects Marlikians with Late Harappan inhabitants of 
the North-West of South Asia. The tradition of casting paired bronze statuettes 
ofzebu teams, characteristic of the Marlikians, is also directly reflected in Late 
Harappan finds of the North-West of South Asia. A bronze composition of two 
zebus supporting a platform with a kneeling woman on it comes from Uttar 
Pradesh (2000-1750 BC).

The Chalcidian type ancient Greek helmet was essentially a lighter and less 
restrictive form of the Corinthian helmet. Among the typologies distinguished 
by Dr Pflug, the fifth type corresponding to the Kunze group VII (Pflug, 1988, 
p.138), was characterised by the presence of detached cheek-guards. These 
later models of Chalcidian helmets had hinged cheekpieces that were 
anatomically formed to fit closely to the face.

Footnotes 

Folding tripod stands are well known in the ancient world, in both Greek and 
Roman contexts. These folding supports for tables, bracers and cauldrons are 
known finds from important excavations in the Roman world, like Pompeii. The 
purpose of such folding stands varied; during the meal they were placed 
between the triclinary beds with bowls and application plates hung to the 
hooks at the back of the holders, here shaped like the heads of a Mater 
Castrorum, an element which points to a campaign use. A tripod with still intact 
bronze basin is on display at the Firenze Archaeological Museum. Some were 
used as the supports for campaign tables during military activities, with a 
circular board inserted onto the pegs to lock the legs into place. Depending 
on their size, the clear width of the table frame could be changed. Roman 
folding tripods could also have been used in religious rituals and sacrifices. 
Burnt offerings and libations were offered to the gods in cauldrons that would 
have been attached to the hooks behind the heads on the upper section. They 
were also used for the fire lights in the military camps, or in the temples of the 
gods. Others were used as the support frames for bronze bowls, either for 
washing or for ritual purposes. Some such tripods formed the base for 
travelling altars, again often used by the military whilst on campaign. Their use 
continued in the Homan world at least until the 7th century AD.

The distinguishing features of this type were the division of the helmet into two 
parts on the ear line, and sometimes also the removable central area of the 
mask covering eyes and mouth. Among the large number of masks to survive, 
there is a series which has been generically indicated by Robinson as 'female 
type' but more conveniently classified by A. Negin as Medusa mask helmets. 
A mask capable of being taken off at any time proves that this type of helmet 
could be used, not only during parades and other ceremonies, but also in 
combat. It is in battle that the use of masks depicting Medusa is most 
probable. It is difficult to imagine in what ceremonies soldiers could wear these 
helmets while in the heat of battle this image performed both of its functions — 
to protect the owner and to intimidate the enemy, with the face of the terrible 
Gorgon believed to be able to transform the humans into stone. Masks of this 
type are well known from Aquincum (Austria) Madara-Shumen and Kalenik 
(Bulgaria), Krefeld-gellep and WeiBenburg, (Germany). One of the most

The face-mask is part of a three-part helmet having a back and face piece 
with a removable central area for the inner mask covering eyes, nose and 
mouth. More precisely it belongs to the group of helmets with a face cut-out 
(with and without mask) whose subtypes are the Pfrondorf, Heddernheim and 
Worthing types (D'Amato-Negin, 2017, pp.170,174, figs. 177). Only the face 
mask survives here, with its typical T-shaped opening. Although the face-guard 
is part of a three parts helmet, composed by the bowl, the face-guard and the 
mask, there is no evidence that this helmet or all of the helmets of this category 
were always equipped with a small inner face. The embossing of the cheek- 
pieces with a round spiral shows a symbol clearly connected with the worship 
of the sun. The solar cult was widely practiced by the soldiers during the 3rd 
century, especially after the advent of the Severan Dynasty and the infamous 
kingdom of the Emperor Elagabalus. The symbol on the cheek-guard of our 
helmet was even adopted by a Late Roman Legion, the Constantini 
Dafnenses.

The Luristan bronze axes can be divided in the following categories a) bronze 
shaft hole axes with a long shaft, sometimes decorated with ribbed bands; b) 
spike-butted axes with a plain blade or with the blade ornamented with figures; 
c) bronze axes with leaf-shaped protuberances on the butt; d) bronze axes 
with figures on the blades; e) crescent-shaped axes. This last category, and 
especially with reference to the lions mask, has been well analysed by 
Khorasani, who says ‘It is interesting that a lions head motif appears as a 
decorative feature on many axe-heads. The lion's open maw forms the base 
of the axe head, and the blade is attached to this; the lion is a symbol intended 
to give the weapon the strength of the most powerful beasts of the animal 
kingdom.’ An axe in the National Museum of Teheran has, as our specimen, a 
base composed of the head of a lion with gaping jaws. The presence of the 
lion as preferred animal for the axe decorations is also attested in the category 
C) of axes, as visible in a specimen from Saggiz, decorated by a statuette of

Instead 
the pommel here comprises the traditional five lobes, a typical characteristic 
of type S. This is in contrast with type L, the pommel of which is more compact 
and trilobate. The corrosion on the side of the blade could indicate a possibility 
of our sword being a river find, a characteristic shared with the most famous 
swords of category L, the Witham sword (Oakeshott, 1991, 2000, p.26). Like 
in some specimens of L type, our sword shows evidence of rivet holding 
together the upper guard and the pommel, differently from the usual swords 
of type O, in which such evidence is missing and both cross and pommel were 
manufactured by a casting process.

The Old Norse term 
for sword was sverð (sverth), while the blade was called branar, the blade 
tang tangi, and egg-teinn, was the steel cutting edge of the sword.

This magnificent sample was well fitted to a cut-and-thrust style of fighting, a 
logical development of the Oakeshott XVI typology. This is mainly visible in the 
specimens of typology XVIIIb, typical of English effigies and brasses during 
1370-1425. Because the previous types of swords were practically useless 
against the fully armoured man-at-arms, the Western European warfare 
needed a sword able to pierce the weak points of the protective equipment, a 
circumstance that brought to the creation of types XV, XVI and XVII, that found 
their quintessence in the type XVIII. The subtypes XVllla and b had a longer 
blade, and especially the type XVIIIb was a very long-gripped bastard sword. 
This word (in the English context called preferably 'hand-and-a-half sword") 
was applied through the Late Middle Age to the long-gripped weapons. Marc 
de Vulson, writing in occasion of a duel fought in 1549 before Henry Il of 
France, stated 'Deux epées bátardes, pouvant servir à une main ou à deux' 
(two bastard swords able to serve with one hand or with two).

The small statuettes of boars found in the Roman Britain and in the Roman 
Gaul, were likely used as dedicatory ex-votos, votive figurines for the cult 
places. They were widespread in the Roman provinces of Celtic origin. 
However, we cannot exclude the fact that many boars found in Britain belong 
to the pre-conquest British figurines. One of the few types of bronze figurines 
that are known to precede the arrival of the Romans is in fact that of the boars. 
These were studied by Foster (1977) who, by examining 13 bronze boar 
statuettes, listed no less than 11 figurines from the Iron Age (nos.98, 247, 262, 
346-353), and only one of Roman date (no.359), while one figure was 
considered to be of uncertain date (no.360). In the years following the 
publication of the Foster's book, further 12 similar pieces enriched the group 
of the boar statuettes, and of those 10 have been considered belonging to the 
Iron Celtic Age. In the Celtic figures the artistic rendering is summary and less 
detailed, even if a certain naturalistic observation cannot be excluded. The 
enormous head, the well marked ears, the rigidity of the backbone, and the 
short legs constitute towards an entity which does not lack attention to the 
naturalistic elements. One factor uniting all of the early boar figurines is their 
stylised form. The bodies may be long and thin (Durham, 1980, pl.253) or 
squat and rounded (Durham, 1980, pl.254). The pig or boar was an important 
symbol of the Celtic world, representing both war and prosperity, and it was 
found also on objects such as helmet crests, carnyx and coins.

The best parallel for our mirror is the highly decorated mirror in the British 
Museum, from Desborough (inv. No. 1924.0109. 1). These types of mirrors were 
a unique product of the Celts in Britain, from around 300 BC to 100 AD, when 
they were buried in the graves of queens, high born princesses or other 
noblewomen, or deposited in treasure hoards. The majority of the graves are 
dated to the period between 100 BC and 100 AD.

The head is formed as a mount with a hole for attachment in the flange and 
another to the rear of the head. These fixing points suggest that the head once 
appeared attached to a larger movable object. Stylistically, the moustache 
and wide annular eyes recall some details found on later Iron Age items such 
as the Gundestrup cauldron and the Strettweg Cult Waggon. The latter, a 
bronze miniature cult vehicle, features a group of warriors and horsemen 
protecting a large nude female who supports a dish on her head, the whole 
edifice forming a wheeled stand and offering platform.

The ‘Man of Sorrows’ is one of the many representations of Christ in religious 
iconography, caught between his Passion and his Resurrection. The 
expression comes from a verse in the Book of Isaiah: ‘He is despised and 
rejected of men, a Man of sorrows, and acquainted with grief....”. The word 
‘sorrows’ is always in the plural: "E NIXAIN (ish makh 'ovot) in the Hebrew 
Bible and 'vir dolorum' in the Vulgate. In the 15th and 16th century, the image 
of Christ, awaiting his death seated on a rock of Golgotha, was one of the 
many forms of this genre. It represents the bound Christ, after having been 
mocked and scourged by the Roman soldiers, just before he was led away 
for Crucifixion. This sculpture was carved from oak, as is the example now in 
Scotland, and presents traces of polychrome under the original patina. These 
are mainly present in the crevices and pores of the carved wooden surface. 
This type of representation did not appear before the end of the 14th century, 
but it was particularly widespread in the 15th century - such as the stone Christ 
in the cathedral of Rouen.

The study of the Ethiopian icons allows us to reconstruct particular aspects of 
Ethiopian life and material culture in the 15th and 16th centuries, like the 
military equipment of the Ethiopian cavalrymen. The elaborate caparisons of 
the 15th century, with characteristic triangular cruppers, usually single collars 
decorated with bells, cockades between the horses' ears and Turkish stirrups 
of iron, change in the 16th century with the addition of a second collar, 
decorated probably with coloured cords, and replacement in several cases 
of the stirrups by an iron ring to hold the toe. The slanted breast-girth between 
the front legs of the horse also becomes more common in the 16th century 
than it was in the 15th century.

The Ethiopian artists of the 16th century conceived the theme of the Crucifixion 
in the reduced form of containing only the three main persons of the drama - 
Christ on the cross, Mary on the right and John on the left, both expressing 
their sorrow. It is not rare for the Crucifixion to be represented in this simplest 
form, as for example in the icon n.3888 of I.E.S. collection, a model for our 
icon. To this framework, the artists sometimes added supplementary themes, 
linked with those in other Christian churches, both Eastern and Western. The 
most common additional item, as is visible here, is the sun which 'was 
darkened' (Luke 23:45) and the moon which 'became blood". The sun and 
moon are depicted in various ways, in this instance as a plain blue and red 
circle, although most frequently they were depicted as a circle with human 
features.

Agent — a person or body acting on behalf 
of another. 

ALR — Art Loss Register - All lots with an 
upper estimate value of £1,000 and above 
and all ancient Western Asiatic lots are 
searched against the Art Loss Register 
database. 

Auction — a sale event whether taking place 
live in real-time or of extended duration 
(Timed Auction). 

Bid — a sum offered by a Bidder to purchase 
the Lot. 

Bidder — the person offering a Bid. 

Buyer - the Bidder who the Lot is Knocked 
Down to. 

Buyer's Premium — the percentage of the 
Hammer Price payable by the Buyer to 
TimeLine in accordance with clause 19. 
CITES - Convention on International Trade 
in Endangered Species.

8. Other Descriptive Matters: some other 
words or phrases are used descriptively, as 
examples below: 

Style - an item made in the style of an 
earlier age but thought to be probably of 
later date.

35. Use of your personal information: 
TimeLine will only use the Seller's personal 
information as set out in their privacy policy.

Where Timeline processes any 
personal data, it will comply with the 
requirements and obligations under the 
Data Protection Legislation. 


36. Anti-Money Laundering: TimeLine's 
Anti-Money Laundering Policy sets out 
TimeLine's policy for ensuring compliance 
anti-money laundering legislation that 
applies to some of TimeLine’s activities. 
TimeLine may amend this policy from time 
to time. 


37. Sale of Goods Act: The terms implied 
by sections 13 to 15 of the Sale of Goods 
Act 1979 are, to the fullest extent permitted 
by law, excluded. 


38. Severance: If any provision or part- 
provision of these terms and conditions is 
or becomes invalid, illegal or unenforceable, 
it shall be deemed modified to the minimum 
extent necessary to make it valid, legal and 
enforceable. If such modification is not 
possible, the relevant provision or part- 
provision shall be deemed deleted. Any 
modification to or deletion of a provision or 
part-provision under this clause shall not 
affect the validity and enforceability of the 
rest of the terms and conditions.

40. No waiver: No failure or delay by 
TimeLine to exercise any right or remedy 
provided under the these Terms and 
Conditions or by law shall constitute a 
waiver of that or any other right or remedy, 
nor shall it prevent or restrict the further 
exercise of that or any other right or remedy. 


41. Third-Party rights: These Terms & 
Conditions are between Timeline and a 
Seller. No other person shall have any rights 
to enforce any of these terms. 
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42. Governing Law: these terms and 
conditions and any dispute or claim arising 
out of or in connection with them or their 
subject matter or formation (including non- 
contractual disputes or claims) shall be 
governed by, and construed in accordance 
with, the law of England and Wales. 


43. Jurisdiction: the Bidder irrevocably 
agrees that the courts of England and 
Wales shall have exclusive jurisdiction to 
settle any dispute or claim arising out of or 
in connection with these terms and 
conditions or its subject matter or formation

claims). At the sole discretion of TimeLine, 
the auctioneer may instigate any 
proceedings within the jurisdiction of the 
bidder's country of residence.

Agent — a person or body acting on behalf 
of another. 

ALR — Art Loss Register - All lots with an 
upper Estimate value of £1,000 and above 
and all ancient Western Asiatic lots are 
searched against the Art Loss Register 
database. 

Auction — a sale event whether taking place 
live in real-time or of extended duration 
(Timed Auction). 

Bid — a sum offered by a Bidder to purchase 
the Lot. 

Bidder — the person offering a Bid. 

Buyer — the person who the Lot is Knocked
